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Panthers capture 39^^ District Titie!!!

On a night that would 
seem fit for polar bears, as 
freezing rain fell from the 
sky, it would not be the 
case inside the cozy con¬ 
fines of the Mason County 
Fieldhouse. The Augusta 
Panthers and Bracken 
County Polar Bears met 
for the 39th district basket¬ 
ball championship. It was 
the first time the two teams 
met for a district title since 
1982, Augusta’s last such 
title. But things didn’t go 
Augusta’s way from the 
start as Bracken County 
combined patience on of¬ 
fense and sticky defense to 
jump out in front 14-5 af¬ 
ter a very slow moving 1st 
quarter. The Polar Bears 
reached their largest lead 
at 16-5 just into the 2nd 
quarter. It was one of only 
2 baskets Bracken County 
would score in the quarter. 
Augusta meanwhile put 
6 points on the board and 
were down 18-11 at the 
break. 

The Panthers changed 
things up at intermission. 
They came out with full 
court pressure that started 
forcing Bracken County 
turnovers and quickly led 
to Augusta baskets as about 
midway through the quarter 
the Panthers took their first 
lead. The two teams went 
back and forth through the 
remaining minutes and 
were tied at 28 apiece as 
the 4th quarter began. The 
dogfight continued until 
Bracken County got some 


breathing room with a 37-31 
lead. But the Panthers, as 
they’ve done all year, fought 
back. After Tanner Kelsch 
took a charge, hit a couple 
free throws, and Bracken 
County turned the ball over 
a couple times which led the 
Augusta baskets, the game 
was tied once again. So once 
again it was back and forth. 
With just under a minute to 
go the Polar Bears led 40- 
39 when Connor Maddox 


drained a three on the wing to 
put Augusta up for good, 42- 
40. Fellow freshmen Camryn 
Snapp and Owens Crawford 
each hit a pair of free throws 
in the closing seconds in be¬ 
tween a Bracken County free 
throw and basket to make the 
final score 46-43. The Au¬ 
gusta Panthers were district 
champions for the first time 
in 31 years. The win, their 
3rd straight, made the Pan¬ 
thers 21-10. This is the fifth 


20-win season in Augusta 
history. Connor Maddox was 
the only Panther in double 
figures with 16 points. 

‘Tt wasn’t pretty but we 
are district champions,” said 
Coach Hinson, “Give these 
boys all the credit. They con¬ 
tinued to work hard and stay 
focused and got the job done. 
I couldn’t be more proud. 
This is huge for the team, the 
school, and the community.”

EYE SURGERY 


While you may have heard 
about LASIK (laser-assisted 
insitu keratomileusis), the laser 
procedure aimed at permanently 
correcting refractive errors, 
you may be less familiar with 
“photorefractive keratectomy” 
(PRK). While both surgical 
techniques use an excimer laser to 
reshape the cornea and eliminate 
the need for glasses or contacts, 
they differ in how the surface 
layer of the cornea is treated. 
LASIK involves making a flap 
on the surface of the cornea, 
peeling it back, treating the 
underlying tissue, and placing the 
flap back in place. PRK simply 
involves partial vaporization of 
the cornea’s surface, not the area 
below. As a result, PRK may 
be better suited to individuals 
with thin corneas or with eye 
conditions such as glaucoma. 

Both PRK and ALSIK have 
enabled millions of people to 
achieve excellent visual results.

Assurance (BQA) 
Trainings

The Bracken County Ex¬ 
tension Service will be offer¬ 
ing certification programs for 
Beef Quality Assurance on 
March 6^^ at 6:30 PM. This 
meeting will be held at the 
Bracken County Extension 
office. 

Beef Quality Assurance 
(BQA) is an educational pro¬ 
gram that informs producers 
of the recommended methods 
for giving injections, needle 
selection, handling vaccines, 
working with veterinarians, 
and keeping records. Many 
markets are now requiring 
producers to have this cer¬ 
tification and you must re¬ 
new your certification after 3 
years. The program will take 
about an hour and a half and 
will include a test with a fee 
of $5.00 which is paid to the 
KY Beef Network. This fee 
supports the data base and 
prints new materials for the 
program. This program also 
meets the requirements for 
the Phase I Cattle Handling 
and Genetics Programs. If 
your certification has expired 
or if you have not received 
this training, plan to join us 
on March 6th. This is the fi¬ 
nal offering of this program 
until next winter.

Panthers beat 
Royals 72-61 

The Augusta Panthers 
began their postseason with a 
win or go home matchup with 
the Mason County Royals.

Eleventh grade students 
across the state will be taking 
the ACT on Tuesday, March 
5 at no charge.
